Waterfalls tumble into sparkling 
turquoise pools, and pastel rock formations that resemble the surface of Mars 
slip beneath our eyes. We'll inspect the rarely seen remote western reaches of 
the north rim, and twice fly through the heart of the Canyon’s main gorge. Its 
a balanced look not just at the jewel that is Grand Canyon, but also at the 
mountains, forests, and deserts that are its setting. If your flight is to be truly 
a “once ina lifetime” experience for your family, then this is the flight for you.
